un presents to astronomers. Here are vast
ntities—flames, if we will, but flames unlike
Il those with which we are familiar. And
hese vast tonguos of fire assuma forms which
Fonk to us at once of the action of forces of
18 ntmost violence and intensity. The very
pect of these objeots at once teaches this,
put it is the rapid changes of place and of
gure to whioh the spots are subjectad that
¢ most signifioant on this point, Here iun
nst cone-shaped flame, with mushroom.-
wped head of emormous proportions, the
hole object standing 16,000 or 17,000 miles
rom the sun's surface. In the cone fgare
wo see the uprush of lately imprisoned gases,
the outspreading head the sudden diminn-
ion of pressure us these gases ronch the rarer
npper atmosphers. But turn from this
jeot to a series of six pictnres placed beside
t; and we see the solar forces in action.
irst, there is a wvast flame, some 18,000
miles Ligh, bowed towards the right,
though some fierce wind wers blowing
ponit. It extends in this direction some
our or five thousand miles, The next pic-
are represents the same object ten minutes
ter. The fgure of the prominence has
holly changed. It i8 now a globe-shapad
mass, standing on a nmrrow stalk of light
bove a row of flame-hillocks, 1t is bowed
owards the left, so that in those short
minutes the whole mass of the flame has
gwopt thonsands of miles away from ita for-
mer position. Only two minutes later, and
gain a cmnrlew change of appearance. The
ptalk and flame-hillocks have vanished, and
khe globe-shaped mass has become elongated.
Three minutes later the shape of the promi-
nence has altered so completely that one ean
ly recognize it for the same. The stalk
s again visible, but the upper mass is bowad
down on the right, so that the whole fipurs
resembles a gigantic A, without the cross-
bar and with the down-stroke abnormally
hick. This great A is some twenty thousand
wiles in height, and the whole mass of our
parth might be bowled between its legs with-
put touching them ! Four minutes pass, and
gain the figure has changed. The flame-
hillocks reappear, the down-stroke of the A
bepins to raise itself from the sun's surface,
astly. after yel another interval of four
minntes, the figure of the prominence has
ot all resemoblance to an A, and may now
o likened to o camel's head looking towards
fhe right. The whole series of changes has
cupied but twenty-three minutes, yet the
ane exoesded our earth in volume ten-fold
st the least, But Mr, Lockyer has recorded
n instance of a yet more marvellons nature.
vast prominence extending seventy or
ighty thousand miles from the sun's surface
anished altogether in ten minutes. Tho
ry way in which Zollner's drawings were
ken savors of the marvellous. We have
poken of them as colored. They are ruby-
ad, and so the prominences appeared to the
onomer, The real light of the promi-
mences is not only ruby-red, however, but
ose-colored, with faint indications of pink,
or even bluish tints. Thefact is, that by the
new method of observation the image of a
prominence is formed by only a certain part
of its light, We may say that out of the
several colored images of the same promi-
nence the astronomer selects one only for ex.
amination. - The explanation of this is worth
eonsideration, as it involves the essence of
the method by which the prominences are
geon at all. When we analyze lights with a
simple prism as Newton did, we got instead of
'a round spot of white—that is, mixed
light—a row of overlapping spots of
different color. Tt was only when, in-
stead of a round spot, a fine line of white
light was analyzed, that one could detect
the absence of images of this line along cer-
tain parts of the rainbow-colored streak—in
other words, it was thus only that the dark
linea of the spectrum could be geen. And it
was to see these lines more clearly that the
slit of the spectroscope was made so narrow
and thg rainbow-spectrum made 8o doag by
spectroscopists. But the observers of tha
prominences go back to the old method. If
they used n narrow slit, & narrow strip of the
prominence would alone form its spectrum,
which would consist of a few lLiright lines
But by having a wide slit the whole promi
gence forms its spectrum, which consists of
a few bright pictures of the prominencos.
There is & green pioture corresponding to the
bright spectral line called T, ared pictnre
corresponding bo the bright spectral line
ealled O, and so on. If the whole set of pic-
fnres ware formed at once we could see none
lof them, for there wonld be side by side with
‘them the blazing solar spectrum which would
obliterate them altogether, just ns in ordi-
tolescopic observation the bright sun-
light blots out the prominences from the
view. Dot if the observer nses such a hat-
tery of prisms that the solar spectrum would
be very long indeed, and if he admits to view
anly that part of the spectrum opposite which
one of thelprominence-images exists, ho cap
then see that image quite distinctly, for the
weighboring part of tlhu solar spectrum is so
refluced in splendor that it no longer oblite.
mtes the prominence figure, In this way,
then, the observer selects one or other of the
pictures of a prominence, either the red or
the green picture, to examine, And utrangely
enough, it is by no means certain that the
two glotum are alike. Rather it is highly
obable that they wre different, thongh we
ave not space here gither todndicate reasons
for believing this, or to explain the signifl-
oanoe of the ciroumatance should it eventu-
ally be established.
It seems to us that when we congider the
real dimensions of the solar globe, wa appra-
ciste more fully the wonderful naturs of those
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processes of action, indicated by recent re:
soarohes, than when wo regard thess without
direot reference to the sun's magnitude. How
many of ua_really approciate the enormons
s yolume of the sun? We rend cortain figures
. In books, of astronomy, but do we grasp their
full significance? There is, however, a sim-
ple way of viewing the matter which at onos

npvinn our eyes to the vastness of the solar
globe,
